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Continuation of 13. Other: As requested by applicant, several of the claim objections of the 8/1/05 office action will be further explained, 
particularly to claim 1 lines 11-12, claim 4 lines 1-3, claim 11 line 6, claim 11 lines 11-2, claim 21 lines 7-8 and to claim 21 lines 15-16. 
Regarding claim 1 lines 11-12, stating that the flange operably engages an end of the actuator and an end of the ring seems to imply that 
the flange is disparate from the actuator and the ring. Regarding claim 4 lines 1-3, claim 11 line 6, claim 11 lines 11-12, claim 21 lines 
7-8 and claim 21 lines 15-16, stating that the first end of the actuator is disposed near a first diameter of the flange and that the first axial 
end of the ring is disposed near a second diameter of the flange and the like seems to imply that the actuator and ring are disparate from 
the flange. The end of the actuator and ring are not "near" the first and second diameters of the flange. Rather, they are connected to 
the flange. And regarding the objections to claim 1 lines 4-6 and claim 11 line 9, the examiner still suggests inserting "being" before 
"withdrawn" for clarity.
